The early tobacco ia 
so far the most affected. 


J. E. Dudley, economic entomo- 


logist of the university and field en- 
tomologist in Wisconsin for the U. 
S. department of agriculture, 
re- 


ports two kinds of tobacco worms. 
One is doing the damage now and 
another is developing and 
may 


cause damage next month. 


Serious losses to Wisconsin to- 


bacco growers is certain unless the 
worms are 
stopped now. Hand 


picking is inefficient. 


"Spray or dust will reduce the 


damage," says Mr. Dudley. "Two 
pounds of arsenate'^of lead and 50 
gallons of water 
make a • good 


spray mixture. 
For dusting mix 


one pound of arsenatc of lead, eight 
pounds of air- slacked lime 
and 


place in cheese cloth brg or duster.

A finer 
screen for filtration, aria two 800,- 
000 to 1,600,000. gallon, settling ba- 
sins were ordered to be placed, in the 
plant immediately. 


The order states that the lime 


slndge shall be discharged -into a 
separate impounding basin, the ef- 
fluent therefrom to discharge in the 
Starkweather creek instead of Lake 
Monona. The screen was ordered to 
remove suspended matter from the 
combined diffusion cell liquor, press 
liquor, fame and washer waste. The 
impounding basins are to be con- 
structed on. a designated site north- 
east of the plant. 
The order further states that the 


waste from the Steffinshouse process 
either be evaporated and sent away 
for potash recovery or that this 
process be abandoned and the mo- 
lasses shipped, thus entirely elimi- 
nating the waste from the lake. The 
department declares that in addition 
to carrying 
out the improvements 


designated-the company shall coop- 
erate tp the fullest extent with the 
health department in making a-care- 
ful survey of conditions and aid in 
eiijninatinjr them. Failure to com- 
ply with any portion of .the depart- 
ment's order mokes the company lia- 
ble to a fine of not less than $10 and 
not more than $5,000 for every day 
of such failure.

Sends Official Bulletins to All Wisconsin News- 
papers Correcting Statements Made by "Agents 
Selling Private Electric Light Plants."

Madiaon, JVM 2, 1921. The Industrial Commission today 
lamed « staUment calling attention to the miiuie of two bul- 
letins it issued relating to acetylene lighting systems. It has 
come to the notice of the commission that these bulletins have 
been used by agents selling private electric light plants aa a 
talking point against their competitors, the acetylene lighting 
' systems. Such use has not been authorized by the commission 
and represents a distortion of the facts. 
ft* two bulletins which the Industrial Commission hai is- 


sued on acetylene lighting system* were intended to call atten- 
tion to th« hazards connected with such plants. These hazards, 
•while Mrfouj, are entirely avoidable, in the opinion of .the com- 
mission, and for this reason attention wa* directed to the best 
methoda for overcoming thr, same, such as installation in well 
heated and well ventilated outside buildings when practicable, 
the careful handling and storage of carbide, and not allowing 
children and other inexperienced persons to tamper with the gen- 
erators. 


One month prior to the last bulletin on acetylene lighting 


Kystcms, the Industrial Commission issued a similar bulletin 
on ha-*ard» from private electric light plants. 
In this bulletin 


It issued a warning that«4he fire hazard from private electric 
light planta is great, unless the wiring is done in strict accord 
with the National Electrical Code and by a competent electri- 
cian. "Shun the men who tell you that these plants are free 
from danger and that expert knowledge is not needed to install 
them" was the warning of the commission. 


Similarly the Industrial Commission has from time to tftnt 


iianed bulletin* calling attention to the hazards connected with 
«ther methods of lighting, such as city gas, kerosene, and gaso- 
line. IB all cases the bulletins have been intended to point out 
dangerous practice* and to call attention to methods of avoiding 
the name. "In pointing out the hazards connected with improv- 
ed lighting systems, the Industrial Commission does not wish 
to be understood as conveying the impression that these sys- 
tems are unsafe," said E. E. Witte, secretary of the commission. 
"The improved lighting systems now on the market which have 
the approval of the underwriter* laboratories are as safe as the 
old time kerosene lamps, and safer if the precautions urged by 
' the commission are heeded."

Farmers of Ontapimie connty 


through their shipping association 
recently sent two cars of hogs and 
cattle to Milwaukee to a commission 
firm in that city. After deducting 
freight, commission and other ex- 
penses, the net proceed for the cat- 
tle was about $7 per head. Think 
of it! Ten cows will now bring1 a 
farmer only $70. And as for hides, 
no farmer can carry enough hides 
across the street to buy a pair of 
shoes. 
Milk is •bringing about 85 


cents a hundred, on the average, at 
cheese factories. This is less than 
two cents a quart although consum- 
ers are paying-12 cerits a quart in 
Madison. 


There were number of bills before 


the legislature authorizing cities to 
establish milk depots for ,th« sale 
and distribution of dairy products. 
All were defeated. One of the argu- 
ments brought against the bill was 
that the establishment of municipal 
milk marketing might tend to de- 
press the price which farmers r«- 
ceived. Statistics show that Wiscon- 
sin produces ov«r eight billion 
pounds of milk annually, and the 
farmers are receiving an average of 
83 cents per hundred pounds less 
than the average pries paid for 
milk ia th« United States as » 
whole.

effect 


would be the same whatever the de- 
sign might have been. 


Wisconsin not long ago held the 


unenviable position 
of thirty-third 


from the top in the 
amount of 


money spent for elementary educa- 
tion on the basis of per, capita cost 
of those "who were actually attend- 
ing public 
schools. Whether our 


ranking relatively is any better now 
there arei no figures to show, but it 
is at least doubtful -whether we have 
gained over other states or not. This 
condition if not remedied could with- 
out exaggeration be called a dis- 
grace to the state. The amount of 
iaoney spent for elementary educa- 
tion depends upon the legislature in 
part, but in the main it depends on 
the vote of the citizens in the local 
communities, — city, village 
and 


country. Even now there seems to 
be a wave of further 
"economy" 


sweeping over the state in every- 
thing that pertains to the common 
schools, and progress in elementary 
education. 


On the other hand I am confident 


the figures would show-that in our 
expenditures for higher education 
we lead all the other states in, the 
U. S. when wealth and population 
are taken into account 
Then why 


rush into a scheme that would still 
further aggravate and exaggerate a 
condition which is already inexcus- 
able from the point of view of just-J 
ce to the rank and file of children 
in our public schools and from, the 


of view of statesmanship. 


The State Board .of Education bill 


was so ill-advised that it seemed im- 
possible of passage, yet it is easy 
o see'that members of the legisl?^- 
Ttre arc apt to think that such 
>oard ought to know what it is do- 
ing. Whereas, as a matter of fact 
such a board has little time or in- 
clination to give careful considera- 
ion to its recommendations, and it 
jas no special knowledge or insight 
is to the needs of the state. Such 
a condition makes it very easy for 
the board to be- mislead by any one 
with an axe to grind, if he can only 
get their eat. 


The pathetic twaddle about the 


"poor" boy who has gone through 
high school but csn not go on to 
some higher institution unless there 
are five junior colleges established 
ia as many different cities for his 
benefit is ludicrous. The people of 
the state should have it forced up- 
on them in some way that our first 
duty is to the "poor" boy who is not 
even getting a good common school 
education, much less a high school 
or college Draining. If other states 
are not doing too much it is obvisus 
wo ere doing too little in 'this im- 
portant direction. 


When the cities have made ample 


provision for their schools for the 
masses it will then be time for them 
to think about junior colleges as 
pr.rt of their edducational program. 
Then they will not need a 
state 


board to look after them and super- 
vise them. If any board is needed 
it should be the board of university 
regents. Our Constitution provides 
for such schools to be established' 
by the board of university regents. 
The men who framed this document 
were wise in their day and genera- 
tion. \V'iscc*sin now has too much 
educational machinery for .its own 
good and too many blind leaders of 
tho Wind.

EVEN senators voted against the Sheppard-Towner matern- 
ity and infancy bill. They were Borah of Idaho, Broussard 


of Louisiana, King of Utah, Moses of New Hampshire, Reed of 
MkBOuri, Warren of Wyoming and Watson of Georgia. Borah 
pleaded the necessity for public economy, as he did when oppos- 
ing the soldier bonus bill. 


Paired against this humane measure were Dial of South 


Carolina, a cotton-mill owner; Edge of New Jersey, financier; 
Dillingham of Vermont, Fernald of Maine, Smith of South Caro- 
lina, and Frelinghuysen of New Jersey. 


Final debate on the bill was attended by some bitterness
